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A TRAIL OF RUIN. 


The City of Lawrence, Mass., 
Swept by a Destructive 
Tornado. 


Six People Killed, Thirty-Five In- 
jured and 100 Houses 
Wrecked. 


Hundreds of Families Made Hemeless end 
Over $100,000 Worth ef Property De- 
stroyed—The Storm Struck at 9:55 This 
Morning, Cutting a Swath 500 Yards Wide 
Through the Southern Section of the City 
—Fire Adds te the Terrors ef the Scene— 
Aid Sent From Bosten—Description eof 
the Devastation in the Storm-Swept Dis- 
trict—Location and Value of the Build- 
ings Destroyed—List of the Hilled and 
Injared—The Day’s Recerd of Casualties. 


BosTon, Mass., July 26, 12:50 p. m.—The first 
news of the cyclone direct from Lawrence has 
just been received by telephone. The message 
confirms the extent of the disaster as first 
reported. The destruction was confined 
wholly confined to South Lawrence. 

Ninety wooden dwellings were destroyed, 
six lives were lost, thirty-fve persons were 
injured, $110,000 worth of property was 
destroyed, and 500 people rendered homeless. 
One wire is working between Lawrence and 
this city, and a detailed accouvt ofthe disas- 
ter le expected soon. 

The passengers on the Boston & Maine train 
due in Boston at 10:45, got a good view of the 
wreckeé town as they passed through. Mr. 
Quimby, a passengar, thus described the 
scene of davastation: 

THE TORNADO’S TRACK. 

„The rain had veased and the wind had 
gone down. The first thing noticed was a 
buildiag blown to the ground, and then the 
trees were twisted and upreoted. This was 
on the left-hand side of the train coming to- 
ward Boston. Timber, farm wagons and ob- 
jects of all sorts were scattered about in great 
confusion. Wewere horrified to see a man’s 
dead body lying undera bridge a the South 
Lawrence depot. Everybody was running 
about in confusion,not having a chance to tell 
the extent of damage. The path of the cyclone 
swept at right angles across the track 
cutting a clean swath, leveling houses and 
cutting off or uprooting the trees. The whole 
thing took place between the time we left 
Haverhill and the time we reached South 
Lawrence. The train stopped but a few min- 


utes, and it was impossibie to Ond out any- 


thing definite. 

A special from Lawrence says the cyclone 
struck the city from the west and cut a swath 
over a mile in length and over 500 feet in 
width. The hospital is filled with injured, 
while homes spared from the wreck are shel- 
tering the homeless ones. The devastated 
section is included by South Broadway and 
Temple street, Market and Salem streets. 

HOW THE CRASH CAME. 

At 9:55 the awful visitation came. The wind 
was east. The rain was falling heavily when 
suddenly the heavens became aglow witha 
bright white light. Ina momens the wind 
veered to the west. Heavy black clouds shot 
from behind the western hills high into the 
sky, and then the thick mass 
parted. Down shot biack streaks from 
the murky mass and in a moment the crash 
came. Buildings were crushed lixe the shells 
of eggs; whole houses were lifted from the 
cellars, and terror seized the dwellers. The 
bulldings in the vicinity were all of wood— 
pretty, cozy homes of tollers in the milis—but 
in a trice their ruin was complete. 

The cyclone cuta path in South Lawrence 
over a mille in length and 500 feet wide. Over 
100 buildings were wrecked. The hospital is 
filled with injured while homes spared from 
the wreck are sheltering bleeding women and 
children. The devastated section is included 
by South Broadway and Temple street, Mar- 
ket and Salem streets. Oommunication with 
the outside world was instantly cutoff. The 
immense telegraph poles were snapped as 
though they were pipe stems, and the wires, 
which were whirled into a cloud of tangled 
skeins, settied down a mass of junk. 

HOUSES DESTROYED. 


Following is a partial list of houses de-

On Springfield street—House of William F. 
Cutler, occupied by Mr. Cutler and John 
Moorehouse. Mrs. Wm. F. Cutler and two 
daughters, who were in the bouse, suffered 
injuries about the head and back. 

Large wooden block owned by 
John Corden, consisting of four 
houses, numbered 4, 6 and 8, and occupied by 
the families of Henry Reed, Joseph Peppin, 
Mrs. Ludwig and Mrs. Scott. Twenty people 
were inthe biock, of whom fifteen were in- 
jured by the debris. Glass in every window 


wes blown out and blinds biown off. 

A double house, Nos. 10 and 12, owned by 
Jobn Wilkinson and occupied by Albert Fer- 
guson and Samuel Ferguson, were also de- 
stroyed. 

No. 16, astory anda halt cottags, owned by 
Charles W. Howard and „ ere by Nathan 
T. Dorley, went down the wreck. A 
daughter of Mr. Dorley, named Jessie, was 
badly injured by debris and glass. 

House No. 18,owned by Patrick Clossen, was 
totally wrecked. It was occupied by Frank 
Cercin and wife. Tbey were taken outof the 
ruins and suffered only light injuries.

The Wrecked City. 


MarpEn,Mass,, July 26.—The first train from 
Lawrence since tha reported disaster arrived 
here at noon. The conductor states that the 
tornado struck South Lawrence about 500 rods 


trom the South Lawrence depot of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad, and its path of destruction 
extends to the overhead bridge of the Boston 
& Maine tracks, between South Lawrence and 
North Andover. In South Lawrence sev- 
enty-five houses were shattered, the 
100f of the new Catholic Church 
carried awa and a switch-box of 
the Boston & Maine Road blown 500 feet, car- 
rying with ita railroademploye whose name 
is not known, and killing bim instantly. On 
the east side of the track toward North And- 
over a drove of lorge trees, ten to fifteen acres 
in extent, were blown flat by the wind, and 
fifteen houses are reported wrecked in North 
Andover. The railroad property has not been 
damaged and communication by train is un- 
broken, while the wires are more or less 
blown down. 

Battery C“ of Lawrence, which has just 
returned from camp, arrived here at noon on 
a special train en route to Lawrence, where 
the men will be detailed at once to guard work 
and ansist in the removal of the debris and 
search for dead and injured. Associated 
Press reporters from neighboring cities have 
gone to the scene, 

Springfield street, where the cyclone struck, 
contained many of the handsome residences 
of the town. he work of the tornado on 
this street was clean cut and after it had 

assed but three houses of all between 

lanebard and South Union streets were left 
standing. All the others on both sides of the 
street were either mowed completely down or 
partially demolished and twenty people were 
injured on this street alone. The windows of 
St. Patriek’s Church were biown in, trees, 
chimneys, signs, fences and roofs are torn 
away outside of the path of the storm while 
in its direct route everything was laid flat. 


Lost at Sea. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July %.—The Nor- 
wegian bark Lioyd, Capt. Olsen, sailed from 
the port of Guantanamo, on the south side of 
Cuba, June 14, bound to this port with a crew 


of fourteen men and 4,500 bags of sugar, and 
has never since been heard from. Vessels 
bave left as much as twenty-eight days after- 
wardsand arrived at their destinations, but 
no tidings were ever received from this craft. 
It seems to be the general belief that this ves- 
sel has met with disaster and gone down with 
allon board. The Norwegian bark Ariadne, 
Capt. Hansen, salled from Guatanamo four 
days after the Lloyd and arrived here July 
12, reporting fine weather during the entire 
run. The oy ia 454 tons register and was

DENVER, Col., July 26.—While Mrs. L. Leith 
and Mrs. T. H. Conkling were out riding yes-

struck the gromnd with terrible force. Mrs. 
Leith, who isthe wife of Lieut. Leith of the 
United States navy, fellon her head, dislocat- 
ing ber neck and inflicting internal injuries 
from which she died in a few minutes without 
recovering consciousness. Mrs. Conklin had 
her riaht arm broken. The remains of Mrs. 
Leith were shipped tothe home of her rela- 
tives in Wichita, Kan.

A Wealthy New Yerker Victimized by a 
Chicage Speculater.

NEW YORK, July 26.—A Col. W. H. Taylor of 
New York claims to have been victimized in 
Chicago by Harry Brown, also a New Yorker, 
now residing in Chicago, to the tune of 5420, 
000. Brown was inthe real estate business, 
and Taylor, with easy confidence, intrusted 
him with a block of stock of the South Breok- 


lyn Dock Co. The stock, itis said, was dis- 
posed of by Brown, and Taylor is loser to the 
vaiue of the stock. Taylor brought 
suit against the embezzling New Yorker 
and had bim arrested. Taylor is 
not known about the New York 
Real Estate Exchange nor to the 
officers of the South Brooklyn Co., nor to Sec- 
retary Van Sickle of the Holland Trust Co., 
which is the financial agent of the Brooklyn 
Dock Co. Brown is the son of Marcus Brown, 
who was a shirt manufacturer in this city until 
November 23, 1889, when he failed. His son 
had been speculating lu real estate, and an 
examination of his father’s books showed that 
nearly $100,000 of the firm’s monev had been 
made away witb, and about the same amount 
had been raised by borrowing on the firm’s 
credit. Harry Brown was found to have lost 
ali the missing money, butas he disappeared 
two days before his father’s failure, ana was 
not heard of again until Taylor his story, he 
did not answer for this offense.

BERLIN, July 26.—It has been announced by 
one of the sem!-official Government organs of 
Berlin that Chancellor Caprivi will accom- 
pany the Emperor William on his visit to the 
Czar. The Austrian journals betray alarm at 
this statement asthe presence of Germany’s 
Prime Minister at the interviews between the 
Kaiser and the Ozar would indicate that diplo- 
matic negotiations are contemplated. Austria 
has nothing to gain and much to fear, from 
any rapprochement between Germany and 
Russia; hence the uneasiness manifested by 
the Austrian journals. 


A Birmingham Scandal. 


LONDON, July 26.—A scandal involving some 
singular features has just come to tight in 
Birmingham. An organist named Cooke, 
who resided in very comfortable circum- 
stances witb bis wife and several children and 
had good social connections, suddenly dis- 
appeared and sometime afterward his wife 
received from America a certificate that her 
husband had died and been buried there. 
The search which the distressed family had 
been making inthe hope of discovering the 
whereabouts of the absent One was now aban- 
doned. But subsequently rumors began to 
circulate coupling Cooke’s name with that ef 
an attractive young lady of his acquaintance, 
who had left Birmingham about the same 
time that he did. Finally Mrs. Cooke re- 
newed her efforts to learn something of her 
husband’s movements up to the time of his 
supposed death, and the result of the inquiry 
was the discovery that Cooke and the young 
woman referredtohad eloped and gone to 
America. They were traced to Philadelphia, 
where they were living together last Septem- 
ber, but their present lecation is as yet unde- 
termined. The document purporting to be 
cert Neuto of Wéath has been exami fied by e- 
ports and pronounced a forgery, and no doubt 
is entertained that Cooke composed it him- 
self. The injured wife will at ones apply for 
a divorce, but it is doubtful if she can obtain 
any other reparation for the wrongs done her. 


The Spread of Leprosy. 


By Telecranvh to the POsT-DIsPpatTca. 

OTTaWa, Ontario, July 26.—There is con- 
siderable excitement over the discovery that 
leprosy has made its, appearance in several re- 
mote parts of the Dominion, hitherto unaf- 
fected. Heretofore the dread disease was 
believed to have been confined within the 
Lazaretto at Tracadie. Dr. Smith, the medi- 
cal officer at the Lazaretto, is now 
investigating the cases lately reported 
on the Island of Anticosti. It is be- 
lieved to have been the result of inter- 
marriage and has secured a strong foothold, 
spreading out tothe mainland. It appears 
that an infected family went from Port Mans- 
fell, Caraquet, to the Island of Anticosti some 
years ago. Referring to casesin the portion 
of New Brunswick from which this family re- 
moved, Dr. Smith in bie report says: Ot 
late leprosy has been dying out in Tracadie, 
but finding cases outcropping in the neigh- 
boring districts] made aspecia! tour of in- 
vestigation and feund a growing form ofthe 
disease between Caraquet and Shippe Gan, 
tracing also from this center several cases to 
otber settlements which in turn will, if over- 
looked, become new foci of the disease.

Threatening Senator Hoar. 


MONTREAL, July 26.—La Patrie, the leading 
French newspaper, is very indignant over the

often offered his services to the Canadian 
people, toemploy his influenceto endeavor 
to secure the suppression of this partof the 
reports. Asasort of menace to Senator Hoar 
it reminds him that he has alarge number of 
French-Canadians and other Catholics in his 
district and that he should respect their most 
sacred sentiments. 


Guatemala’s Preparations. 


SAN FrRaNncISCO, Cal., July %.—The Pacific 
Mali steamer San Jose arrived from Panama 
last night. Capt. W. J. Russell states he 
has spent the greater part of the last six 
months in Guatemala city, and that im- 
mense quantities of rifies, guns and ammu- 
nition has been shipped into Guatemala 
from England, France, the United States and 
other countries and that there are enough 
rifles in the country now to arm a hundred 
thousand men. Capt. Russell says what the 
Guatemalans lack isa disciplined army; that 
they have one foreigner there, a Frenchman, 
who is an instructor in a military school, but 
they have no fighters,and in war times they 
have to go out and catch recruits. 


Returned te Stand Trial, 


LONDON, Ontario, July 26.—James Mansfeld, 
until within the lasttwo months manager of 
the Topeka (Kan.) branch of the Kansas & 
Texas Coal Co., and who in June last ab- 
aconded, was located yesterday by detectives 
and returned voluntarily with them last even- 
ing to stand trial. 


Affairs in Uruguay. 


Paris, July 2%6.—A dispatch from Montevideo 
states that the Uruguayan Parliament has 
passed a bill compelling the payment of one- 
half of the customs duties in gold. The nego- 
tiations for a Government loan, the dispatch 
says, are progressing. 


Welcomed by All but the Germans, ~ 3

For the protection of the other 
shipping the authorities ordered that she be 
taken outside the harbor. At the last account 
the fre was still burning. 


Connaught’s Book. 


LONDON, July 26.—The Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught are about publishinga book de- 
scribing their recent sojourn in India on their 
trip around the world. The descriptions are 
mainly by the Duke, thewDuchess, who is quite 
a clever artist, contributing the illustrations. 


Capt. Casati Promoted. 


ROME, July 26.—Capt. Casati, the Italian 
traveler, bas been promoted to be a Major, in 
recognition of his services in Africa, and he 
will proceed to England totreat with Lord 
Salisbury on colonial questions mutually con- 
cerning England and Italy. 


Chesen a Protestant Government. 


ROME, July 26.—The village of Montorfano, 
In Italy, bas chosen a distinctively Protestant 
local government. The place was hitherto 
dominated by the Catholics. A tendency 
toward a similar change is visible in a number 
of other villages.

L. Ells- 
worth, whoinvented the smokeless powder 
and who claims to have sold the formula to 
the German Government, was arrested here 
yesterday and locked up On a Warrant sworn 
out by his wife, charging non- support. Prey!i- 
ous tothe arrest the people living in the 


vicinity of Wooster Square were greatly an- 
noyed by the antics of the couple. Fortwo 
hours and a half they walked around the 
square, indulging in a wordy warfare, the 
woman entreating for assistance and the man 
in somewhat loud language refusing the 
same. Finally he broke away from the 
woman and, jumping into a cab, ordered the 
driver to run his horses, whieh was done, 
notwithstanding the piteous appeals of the 
woman.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The Republican 
members ofthe Waysand Means Committee 
do not appear disposed to discuss the confer- 
ence they had with Mr. Blaine on February 10 
last, which was referred to in the Secretary’s 
last letter to Senator Frye. Their reticence 
on the subject is alleged to be the result of a 
goneral understanding tbat the matter should 
mot be discussed. Friendsof Mr. Blaine say 
that he was displeased at the manner in which 
the committee ignored his recommendations. 

It is understood that Secretary Blaine re- 
quested the conference; that Mr. McKinley 
sent out confidential notes to Republican 
members of the committee to meet him at his 
room in the Ebbitt House on the following 
morning at lo o’clock; that every Republican 
member was present, and for half an hour 
Mr. Blaine addressed them on the subject of 
reciprocity, and that after Mr. Blaine had 
presented his views formally a general con- 
versation ensued on the subject, in which he 
was plied with a number of questions. 
Among the questions asked was whether 
Spain would be included in the 
reciprocity scheme, Mr. Blaine having con- 
fined his remarks merely to our relations with 
the Spanish-American repubiics. To this Mr. 
Biaine is sald to have replied that Spain was 
in too bad financial traits to surrender any of 
her revenues. Mr. Bilaine’s reference to 
Spain in the letterto Mr. Frye is viewed with 
some surprise Wy members of the Ways and 
Means Committee. Itis argued by those who 
fayor the Secretary’s proposition that 
the Republican members of the committee 
never gave Mr. Blaine’s proposition any 
consideration afterthe conference was held. 


Almost without dissent, itis reported, they 
regarded the plan as impracticai, and it was 
never brought before the full committee. even 
forthe purpose of discussion. Mr. Blaine’s 
conclusion, therefore, that the committee 
had a very indifferent opinion of his proposi- 
tion, was, his friends claim, not unwarranted. 

In the informal way in which the Republi- 
can members of the committee discussed it 
among themselves it was agreedthat if Spain 
could not afford reciprocity, the Spanish- 
Awerican republics, mostof them, at least, 
in sill! worse finanolal straits, could not 
afford 1. 

Moss of the committee held that the oppor- 
tumty to get mutual concessions had 
dy; that the time to have bar- 
gained was when coffee, hides, rubber, 
etc,, were put on the free list in previous 
tariff acte; that now it was impossible to turn 
the iwnlilwith the water that was past. It 
appears that it was in this view of the situa- 
tion that Mr. Bilaine’s proposition was re- 
ected in a sort of offhand way by the Kepub- 
icans of the committee. 

From the evident feeling among them since 
yesterpday’s letter has been made public it ia 
apparent that even shouid Mr. Blaine secure 
the approval ofthe Senate in bis rectprocity 
scheme it would a second time be rejected by 
the Ways and Means Committee.

NEW YORK, July 26.—Suit for divoree be- 
tween a Brooklyn couple, well known for a 
good many years there, has been instituted in 
the Kings County Supreme Court.

It will interest naval 
circles, the plaintiff being Engineer Garrett 
Keating, United States Navy, now stationed 
at Newport.

from his wife, Martha Louise Keating, a dash- 
ing woman fond of society, and charges her 
with having deserted him and committed 
bigamy. Application was made yesterday by 
Lawyer W. J. Gaynor, on behalf of Engineer 
Keating, for leave to serve Mrs. Keating with 
the papers by publication, as it is understood 
she is now lu Detroit. Judge Cullen took the 
papers and reserved his decision. 

Keating was married to the defendant in 
1872 at Munsston, England. The bride’s 
maiden name was Huice. They have made 
their home in Brooklyn for many years past. 
Keating was ordered tothe Pacific squadron 
four years ago and served with it three years, 


during which time the squadron cruised in the | 


waters of China and Japan. When his ship 
was ordered home he was directed to report 
at Newport. Shortly after his arrival he ob- 
tained a few days’ leave to come to Brooklyn, 
where a surprise awaited him in the 
fact that his wife was missing. 
Keating returned to-dav at Newport but set on 
foot an investigation to learn the cause of 
her unexplained departure. The sultfor di- 
vorce resulted from the disclosures that fol- 
lowed his inquiry. In his application Keating 
alleges that he discovered that his wife had 
left Brooklyn with a former friend named 
Thomas Allen Gepp. He alleges infidelity, of 
course.

UNLOADING UPON Us. 

Among the amendments reported by a 
Senate committee to a pending appropri- 
ation bill was one providing for the re- 
moval of the Northern band of Chey- 
ennes to a permanent settlement in one 
of the existing reservations in South Da- 
kota, Montana or Wyoming. The Da- 
kota and Montana Senators protested 
that no more Indians were wanted in 
those States, and the paragraph was 
changed so as to provide for a permanent 
settlement of the band upon any of the 
existing reservations.“ 

This includes the reservations in the 
Indian Territory, and is a sneaking at- 
tempt to repeal a provision adopted a 
dozen or more years ago that no more 
Indians should be located there. In pur- 
suance of the policy of unloading upon 
the Southwest all the Indians of the North- 
west and of the Pacific slope, that same 
band of Cheyennes was removed to the 
Indian Territory. and steps were taken to 
send after them the Sioux, the Utes, the 
Nez Perces, the Apaches and all the rest. 
The Northern Cheyennes, however, broke 
through all military restraints and made 
their way back to their old haunts, leav- 
ing a broad trail of massacre behind them 
in Western Kansas. This aroused the 
representatives of Missouri and other 
States interested as near neighbors in the 
future of the Indian Territory, and Con- 
gress forbade the dumping of any more 
Indian tribes upon that country. 

Powerful railroad and commercial in- 
terests are behind this attempt to revive 
the policy of concentrating all the Indians 
in the Southwest, and the representatives 
of the threatened section cannot be too 
careful in scrutinizing every new clause 
relating to the removal of Indians. 
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THE MAYOR’S DFEAD-LOCK. 

In his message Mayor NOONAN loses his 
head when he attempts to explain his 
stubborn blundering on the Street Com- 
missionership. After admitting the dam- 
age done to the public service by his pér- 
sistent effort to violate all precedents and 
put the office in the hands of a politician 
instead of a civil engineer, he makes a 
feebly sophistical effort to shift the blame 
tothe Council and to the overwelming 
public sentiment which sustains the 
Council and condemns his course. 

He talks about upholding the rights of 
the majority against “the illegal demand” 
of the Council for a civil engineer, instead 
of a campaign worker, in the street com- 
missionership. If that demand is illegal, 
then the law has been violated every time 
by all preceding Councils and aii former 
Mayors. But the Council has precisely 
the same legal right to reject that the 
Mayor has to appoint, and as much legal 
right and power to sustain as the Mayor 
has to violate established precedents.

BLAINE AGAIN. 


Another Ringing Letter fer Pretection vs. 
the Trust Tariff. 


Bar HaRBOR, Me., July 22, 1800-—DBAR MR. 
FRYE: I bave your reply to my letter and am 
glad that the essential part of it has been 
given to the press. | 

You ask me what assurance 1 have as to 
Spain’s wiilingness to enter into reciprocal 
arrangements of trade wish the United States. 
Your question surprises me, for you cannot 
have forgotten that only six years ago the 
Prime Minister of Spain, in bis anxiety to 
secure free admission to our markets for the 
sugar of Cuba and Porto Rico agreed to a very 
extensive treaty of reciprocity with Mr. John 
W. Foster, then our Minister at Madrid. A 
year before—1s83—a very admirable treaty of 
reciprocity was negotiated by Gen. Grant and 
Mr. Willlam H. Trescot, as United States 
commissioners, with the Republic of Mexico— 
a treaty well considered in all ite parts and 
details—whose results would, 1 believe, have 
proved highly advantageous to both coun- 
tries. 

In view of the pending discussion it is a 
somewhat singular circumstance that both 
these treaties of reciprocity falled to secure 
the approval of Congress, and failed for the 
express reason that both provided for the 
tree admission of sugar. Congress would not 
then allow a single pound of sugar to come in 
free of duty under any circumstances what- 
ever. 

And now the proposition is to open our 
ports free to everybody's sugar, and to do it 
with such rapidity that we are not to have a 
moment’s time to see if we cannot make a 
better trade—a trade by which we may pay 
for at least a part in the products of American 
farms and ships. Our change of opinion has 
certainly been remarkable in so brief a perigd. 
Indeed, the only danger of our not securing 
advantageous treaties of reciprocity now is 
the possibie belief on the part of these coun- 
tries that we are so anxious for free sugar that 
by patient waiting they can secure all thev 
desire without money and without price. 

Fearing that result, Ilsuggested an inter- 
view with the eight Republican members of 
the Committee on Ways and Means more 
than five months ago—to be exact, on the 
10th day of last February. I endeavored to 
convince them that it would be expedient and 
wise to leave to the President, as the treaty- 
making power, an opportunity to see what 
advantageous arrangements of reciprocal 
trade could be made. I was unable to per- 
suade the committee to take my view. i men- 
tion this now because it has been charged in 
many quarters that the suggestion for recip- 
rocity came too late. In fact, my effort was 
made before the tariff bill was reported to the 
House, or even formed in committee. It is, I 
think, a very grave mistake to oppose this re- 
ciprocal proposition touching sugar 
from the fear that it may con- 
flict in some way with the policy of pro- 
tection. The danger I thiakwholly in the op- 
posite direction. Let us see what is proposed. 
Our Government has heretofore collected a 
heavy duty from sugar, amounting one year 
in the aggregate to $58,000,000, and averaging 
$50,000,000 per annum for a considerable 
period. We wish now to ‘cheapen sugar by 
removing, the duty. The value of the sugar 
we annually consume is enormous. Shall we 
pay for it all in cash or shall we seek a re- 
ciprocal arrangement by which a large part of 
it may be paid for in beef and flour, in lumber 
and salt, and iron, in shoes and calico and 
furniture, anda thousand other things? In 
short, shall we pay for it all in cash, or try 
friendly barter in part? 

I think the latter mode isthe bighest form 
of protection andthe best way to promote 
trade. lI address this note to you, as I did my 
first, because you have taken an active in- 
terest in the Increase of our trade with South 
America. Win shall we enlarge our com- 
mercial intercourse with that great country if 
we do not make a beginning. If we do not 
give away the duty on sugar (as we already 
have given the duties on coffee and hides and 
rubber) and get nothing in exchange which 
shall be profitable to the farm or the factory 
in the United States, what shall be our justifi- 
cation for the policy? 

You have recently received congratulations, 
in which I cordially. join, on carrying the 
shipping bill through the Senate. Do you 
not think that a line of ships generously aided 
by the Government will have a better pros 
pect for prout and for permanence if we can 
give to them outward cargoes from the 
United States and not confine them to inward 
cargoes from Latin America? Iam, sincerely 
yours, JAMES G. BLAINE.

THEY COMPROMISED. 


THE COUNCIL AND ROUSE TINKER THE 
GENERAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Ne Money Is Allowed for the Payment of 
Additienal Pelice—The City Hall Appre- 
priation Restored to Its Original Amount 
—Anether Official Excursien on the 
Harbor Boat—Municipal Matters, 


The city employes will get their pay on the 
lst, or at least they have a better prospect of 
getting it than they had. 

The Council and House have finally come to 
a sort ofan agreement over the general ap- 
propriation bill, The result is not 
Dy any means satisfactory to either 
body, but having the necessity of 
passing the bill impressed upon them they 
both made concessions which will permit the 
bill to go to passage. One of the main ob- 
stacles encountered was in the members of 
the Joint Committee of the House and Coun- 
cil. The committees were dissolved and new 
ones appointed a half a dosen times in each 
branch until finally that combination of mem- 
bers was made which enabled them to listen 
to each otherfora time sufficient to change 
the amendments and report. 

The main changes made were in the Oity 
Hall and police appropriations. The House, 
when the bill came from the Councll, cut the 
new City Hall from $100,000 down to $50,000 
and applied $40,000 of it to a fund forthe hire 
of additional police. The other $10,000 taken 
from the City Hall was divided up and 


a portion of it set down for music in the parks 
and the remainder applied in little sums to 
various funds. The Counci) was for leaving 
the City Hall 1 ye unchanged, and 
the House wanted the extra police, and there 
they stuck. Last night, however, the House 
conceded to the wish of the Council and there 
is now no appropriation for aaditionai police. 


Another Excursion. 


Maj. Murphy is getting even with City 
Counselor Bell for not payingthe Harbor 
Department for the use ofthe barbor boat on 
the Arsenal Island excursions. Ma}. 


Murphy has organized a big ex- 
cursion to the Quarantine ostensibly to 
view a new building which is being pat up for 
the convenience of Mr. Dan O’Madigan, the 
Superintendent there, and has left Mr. Bell 
out of it. 

To view the building properly will necess!i- 
tato the attendance ofthe five Charity Com- 
missioners and their Secretary, the entire 
Board of Public Improvements and their 
following, the Health Commissioner and 
such persons as he may deem 
necessary and the Building Inspector. 
What there is about the building which makes 
it of such importance is not stated, but the 
fact remainsthat this harbor boat must be 
freshened up, provisions for the trip laid in, 
and other conveniences supplied. ‘he train 
gets there faster, but it is very dusty riding 
by that route. 

Maj. Murphy is in charge of the whole affair 
and proposes to make this excursion the most 
successful ofthe season. Itisfaid that he ils 
seriousiy coggidering the advisability of en- 
gaging a brags band. 

A pleasant reception will be gives them by 
the General Superintendent at the Quarantine, 
who has no lepers por small- pox patients on 
bis hands and who has thoroughly jumigated 
bis premises. 


Sprinkling Bids,

The bids are all pretty high, and all come 
very close to the mark fixed by the present 
cost of sprinkling.

Still in the Box. 


Mark A. Shipley, the Mayor’s last nomina- 
fion for Street Commissioner, was not con- 
sidered by the Council last night,and nothing 
concerning him was said, either by

What the next move is caus- 
ing considerable speculation, and several 
»lans have been hinted as being the ones the 
Mayor bas in view. Theone which seemed to 
gaim most credence is that just before the 
Council adjourns forthe summer the Mayor 
will withdraw Shipley and then after the 
Council adjourns nominate his man and put 
him in office to act pending adecision of the 
Council. There is no way now for the Council 
to head the Mayor off on this plan as they will 
undoubtedly adjourn before ten days, and if 
Shipley was rejected now the Mayor would 
have ten days in which todecide upon another 
candidate, 


The Penteon Bridge. 


The Council last night passed the pontoon 
bridge bill with amendments fixing the maxi- 
mum rate of charges at two-thirds the price 
charged by other bridges or the ferries and 


giving the Board of Public Improvements the 
autbority to locate it at its St. Louls lagding. 
The projectors of the scheme feel very certain 
that they can make a success of the 2 
and make money. There is a measure in 
Congress now giving them the rightto locate 
less than two wiles from any other bridge, 
but whether it will pass or not is the question. 
The intention now is to putit at the foot of 
Arsenal! street or near there and ifmprove the 
roadway to East St. Louls and tne freight 
yardg on the other side. é 


JOBUNSTOWN’S RELIEF FUND, 


Where All the Meney Went—The Finance 
Committee Criticised, 


NEW YORK, July 26.—A special to the Herald 
from Johnstown, Pa., says the correspondent 
spent several hours examining the books and 
accounts of the Johnstown Flood Finanee 
Committee. Alltold the committee has re- 
ceived $356,821.27. Of this amount $158,650 
was paid out in the Flo a head distribution, 


and this is the ehly part of the fund that was 
applied directly to the relief of the people. 
Of the remainder about $100,000 was expended 
by the various comwittees, clerk hire and in- 
cidental expenses, including $40,863.05 paid to 
the fire department, and $28,698.11 paid in the 
firstfew days for removin the debris and 
dead bodies,and which wasafterward charged 
to the State; but no settlement of this account 
by the State has been made and the prospects 
are not good tbat it will ever be. 

There is yet ja the hands of the committee 
about $100,000, most of which the committee 
intends to apply to bullding bridges. The 
action of this committee in using so much of 
this money for the Fire Department, and ¢s- 
pecially for building bridges, bas n se- 
verely criticised, the claim—which is seem- 
ingly well founded—being that it does not yo 
to the relief of the needy, but instead is add- 
ing to the wealth of property-holders and men 
of means by relieving them of ta the 
benefit of which they will solely enjoy. This 
committee bas also been much criticised 
because no statement of its work was ever 
given to the public, it only being In a general 
way that the people were informed that mach 
of the money was being applied to building 
bridges and tbe like. n°

LONG BRANCH, N. J., July 26.—Sandy Hook 
Pllot Beebe has employed Detective Faller of 
New York to search for his pretty 16-year-old 
daughter Lizzie, who disappeared two weeks 
ago. It is definitely known that Miss Beebe 
had been planning her escape for several days 
previous to her departure. It is also known 
that Miss Berry, the colored servant at the 


Beebe mansion, knows more about the de- 
parture of her young mistress than she has 
et felt disposed to tell. On the 
uesday preceding her flight Miss Beebe 
bought a trunk.

INI ERESIING KELICS. 


A Rusty Musket and a Silver Watch With a 
History. 


Py Telegrarh to the POST-DISPATCH. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., July 23.—A rusty musket 
and a silver watch that appear to have been 
resting on the bottom ofthe Merrimac River 
for a century or two, were found by Charles 
Blackwell Thursday. Half of the musket 
barrel is eaten up by rust, but the thick 
breech remains. The thin parts of the stock 
crumbled when brought tothe air. The stock 
was broken at the grip and a deep dent on the 


cheek piece shows that it was broken by a 
biow. There is a cut nearly an inch deep on 
one side, made by a narrow hatchet or 
wide chisel, which was driven into the walnut 
stock to that depth by a single blow, the 
splintered wood showing itsforce. The ham- 
mer, which holds a large flint in its clamp, is 
down andthere isno bullet in the barrel. 
Beside the musket lay a large silver watch, to 
which was attached a long heavy chain, both 
ends of which are fastin thering, but some 
twelve inches above the fastening of one end 
the chain had been cut nearly intwo. As the 
chain is made of silver wire over one-eighth 
of an inch thick, it must havetaken a heavy 
blo of a sharp instrument to di- 
vide it. The outside of the watch 
was once finely engraved, but on the 
side which lay uppermost the design can’t be 
made out, as the action of the water has 
nearly smoothed the piate. The underside 
showsthe engraving perfectly. Oa the face 
of the watch under the hands in small letters 
is printed ‘‘John Bowles, to bis Majesty. 
On the inside ofthe outer case ls engraved: 
‘*Presented to Joshua Armstrong on his ist 
birthday by his loving mother, Prudence 
Armstrong, April 10, 1760.“ Whether these 
relics mark the scene ofan accident or trag- 
edy can never be known, They were found

JUDGE SELLICK’s VENUS. 


The Means He Employs te Keep Vandals 
Out of His Grounds.

NORWALK, Conn,, July 26.—Judge Andrew 
Sellick, one of the wealthiest citizens of Nor- 
walk and for more than forty years a promi- 
nent business man here, has discovered a 
new way by which to pfevent vandalism and 
protect the statuary on his grounds. Mr. Sel- 
lick was many years justice of the peace here 
and bis imposition of penaities while holding 


the office insured for him the enmity of the 
class of persons arraigned before him. Many of 
them have sworn to be revenged and some of 
them have recently endeavored to secure gat- 
isfaction by a resort to mischief. Judge Sellick 
erected some time ago a magnificent res- 
dence in the most popular residential section 
ofthe borough. Inadorning the surround- 
ing ground the Judge’s artistic taste.was ex- 
ercised. A prominent figure in the lawn 
fronting the mansion is alife size statue of 
Venus in Italian marble, It is p d in a 
prominent part of the grounds, in full view of 
the strect and directly infront of the windows 
of the residence. The statue ies an expensive 
one and bas been greatly admired. On a re- 
cent morning Judge Sellick was greatly sur- 
rised as he looked out upon the lawa from 
is window to see that the statue had been 
painted a jot biack during the 
night. Rewards were offered, and 
detectives set at work to discover the mis- 
creant, but without result. Finally the paint 
was scraped off andthe statue restored to its 
original color. Within a few nights the statue 
was painted red, and again there was a fruit- 
less attempt to discover the vandals. The 
paint was removed ip turn, and a few nights 
later the statue was repainted, this time in 
blue, mixed at intervals with various other 
colors. In the varied bues it was more 
hideous than the solid red or black that had 
been da dupon the marble.

CIVIL SERVICE CANDIDATES. 


Special Examinations to Ering in More 


Seuthern Empleyes. 


Special civil service examinations were 
begun at the Federal Bullding to-day for 
positions in the railway mail service and 
departmental service as clerks, copyists, 
special pension examiner, medical examiner. 
A ciroular sent out by President Lyman of the 
Civil Service Commission says: 

„In most of the Southern States there has 
been a lack of applicants for examination for 
the departmental service, which bas resulted 
in those States receiving less than their full 
share of appointments on the basis of popula- 
tion. There is aleo a lack of eligibles for the 
railway mall service from the same States 
and to supply these deficiencies «a special 
series of examinations has been arrauged. 
* * „ There is likely soon to bea large in- 
crease in the clerical force of some of the de- 
partments, and it is largely because of this 
fact that these examinations are to be held.“ 

The circular then gives a list of seventeen 
cities, of which St. Louis is the most North- 
ern, in which examinations will be held 
during the summer, and it ts this special 
®xXamination which was begun to-day. Mr. 
D. H. Hayes had charge of thirty-six candi- 
dates for positions in the Rallway mall serv- 
ice and Capt. John M. Cookson conducted the 
examination of twenty candidates for work in 
the departmental service, two of which were 
ladies. The euestions were printed on blankes 
furnished from Washington and the candi- 
dates were required to fill them up with the 
answers to the questions.

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A VERY DRY STATE. 


The Sandy Soil of Delaware Gaspizng for 
Raia—Crops Ruined. 


By Telerraph to the POsSt-DimsPaToa. 
MILFORD, Del., July 26.—Delaware is dryer 
than the traditional bone or a prohibition 
State. Every pere of her sandy soll gasps for 
rain; prayers are offered in the churches for 
rain, and wishes for rain have the call on 
Politics just at present. No rain bas fallen for 
nearly two months, and the face of the earth 
is parched as it has not been since 1838. 


Nearly every growing crop has been ruined, 

and the farmer feels that the plagues of 
ancient Egypt are being repeated in Delaware. 

The wheat cro just barvested has been only 
one-half a yield; the oat crop is less than 

one-fourth a full one; the berry cropgbave 
been shortened by the drouth. Zorn is liter- 

ally dried up from root to tassel and a flood 

of rain could not revive it. Pastures are dried 

up and look as though fire had run through 

them. Farmers are feeding the hay saved 

last month to their stock and wondering 

where they will get money with which to buy 

Western corn next winter. Last year floods 

of rain ruined nearly every crop,and this year 
the drouth will prove even more n 
Delaware's 5,000,000 peach trees generally 
furnishes a reserve income that offsets any 
agricultural loss, but the peach crop is an en- 

tire failure this year. There is not a carioad 

inthe State. Poverty is present and want is 
expected and feared,

Wealthy Orientals Keep Open Heuse fer

A Persian of rank always keep open house. 
In addition te the frequent and sumptuous en- 
tertainments of such an establishment a 
traveler of distinction may always find a com- 
fortable lodging in the chief bouses of a town 
or village. More than this, the poor can gen- 
erally obtain a mealthere. It may be merely 
amealof bread and riceor a ragout, but 
when the poor man atthe gate asksfor it it 


is not refused. While naturally many 
would hesitate to beg even when 
needy, yetin every piace there are some who 
are dependent on charityand they are not 
likely to suffer in Persia as sometimes with 
us. The reason for this custom is partly be- 
cause the Mabometan religion inculcates 
charity tu the faithful as a means of pro- 
moting a sure entrance to the realms of biiss; 
it may also be in part because the position 
and reputation ofa grandee are enhanced by 
the ostentatious charity. But In many cases 
the custom is undoubtedly practiced because 
of the genuine kindness of beart of the 
giver, for there is such a thing as true benevo- 
lence in Persia, and a man who might be 
cruel, selfish or treacherous toward a rival 
may be found to show unaffected kindness 
toward those from whom he has nothing to 
fear.

And‘as there was an affectation of simplic- 
ity fora time the elaborate fans of Marie An- 
toinette gave piace to simple devices appro- 
priate to a Republican Court.

arbaric in mauy respects, of the Napoleonic 
Court revived the practices of the former 
regime, and fans partook of the new richness 
of spirit. 

Tue last prominent appearance of the fan 
as a factor in history was when the Dey of 
Algiers insuited the French Consul by touch- 
ing or striking him on the cheek. This was 
immediately followed by the occupation of 
the country by the French and its conquest

A Fereign Education Does 
American Wowen. 


Not long ago a fashionable ‘‘Luncheon 
Club““ in Chicago appointed as a subject for 
discussion: ‘‘Is it desirable that American 
girls should receive a foreign education?’’ 4 
writer inthe New York Star thus expresses 
the opinion which many of the ladies arrived 
at. Is it not best tor a girl to be educated in 
the country where her home is to be? The for- 


elan custom of educating girls is 80 totally 
different from the American fashion that a 
girl who has passed several years at schoo! in 
France or Germany is almost unfitted for life 
here. As an instance I will mention the case 
of two girls, belonging to one of the wealthy 
and fashionable families in this city, who 
were educated entirely in Germany. 

They were bright, studious giris and they 
learned any domestic arts that are not 
taught American private schools. They 
became accomplished musicians and excel- 
lent housekeepers, while one had great skill 
in raising flowers and tze other was equally 
successful in preparing dainty dishes for the 
table. Besides all this, they were refined, 
ladylike and well-mannered, and each had a 
handsome fortune in herownright. When 
they finished school they were brougut to this 
country and introduced into society. In spite 
of thelr social position, their accomplish- 
ments and their wealth they were social fail- 
ures. They were too shy, too retiring; they 
did not understand American customs and 
manners, and Americans did not understand 
them. Their parents confessed that they had 
made amistake in educating them in a coun- 
try where they did not intend to live. 

The foreign education is more domestic and 
more secluded than the American.’ It encour- 
ages helplessness in that it never allows a 
girl to act for herself. It looks with horror 
on allthat American independepce and fear- 
lesness that makes the American gir! so at- 
tractive, not only in the eyes of foreigners, 
but in our oon. A girl who is never encour- 
aged to act or think for herself, nor to walk 
out alone, nor to receive a man friend alone 
in her own home, soon becomes a nonentity. 
This sorg of thing makes ashy girl more shy, 
and is only intended for girls who are to live 
in countries where they are habitually treated 
2 this way until marriage gives them free- 

om. 


Co-Operative Bearding. 


From the Columbus Journal. 

A novel and interesting system of house- 
keeping or boarding is being attempted by 
several gentiemen with families on the East 
Side. Dr. Emminger, E. K. Stewart, D. T. 
McCabe, N. W. Daniele, and about eight other 


gentiemedt, have rented the residence just 
south of Mr. Daniels’ home on Monroe ave- 
nue, near Broad street, and will establish a 
co-operative dining-room. One of the best 
cooks in the city, for years at the head ofa 
leading restaurant, will have charge ofthe 
cooking. These families number about thirty- 
five persons. Thefirstfloor will be used as 
the eating-room, and the second 
will be occupled by the servants. 
Much expense connected with the scheme will 
be avoided by each family furnishing its own 
table linen, dishes, etc., Dut one genera! bill 
of fare will be served. The meals will consist 
of breakfast, lunch at noon and dinner at 6. 
It is a permanent arrangement if it proves 
successful. It is a delightful place, with a 
congenial neighborhood, and of easy access 
to the homes ofthe gentlemen. It is thought 
it will be much cheaper than the cost of home 
cooking. The stewardess will have charge 
of the marketing, cooking and serving. 
The charges will be pro rata to adults and 
children.

MAYOR'S MESSAGE, 


What His Honor Thinks of the 
Council’s Action on the Street 
Commissionership. 


No Other Method of Street Sprink- 
ling Without a Change in 
the City Charter. 


The City Will Save $1,000,000 in Lighting 
Within the Period Embraced by the 
Electric Lighting Co.’s Contracts—The 


Recent Census Discussed at Some 


Length—What It Shows—The Depart- 
ment Reperts Prove the City te Be in 
an Excelient Financial Condition, 


Mayor Noonan yesterday evening sent his 
second annual message tothe Municipal As- 
sembly. The customary reports of all the city 
departments are transmitted and commented 
upon, and some prefatory remarks made at 
considerable length. His honor expresses his 
opinion on several subjects of interest, nota- 
bly the Street Commissionersbip, the census 
and the new City Hall. The Mayor’s address, 


exclusive of the reports, is as follows: 
Sr. LOUIS, MAYOR'S OFFICE, July 25. 


To the Municipal Assembly of the City of St. Louis: 

GENTLEMEN—I submitthis, my annual mes 
sage, to your honorable body. The past year 
bas been one In which the city bas progressed 
in many directions. The completion of a 
new bridge across the Mississippi River, the 
entrance of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
and other railroads, the increased facilities 
granted the Merchants’ Terminal, the general 
encouragement given the great steam railway 
systems doing business here, the expansion 
and improvement of street car lines, the suc- 
cessful lighting of the city by electricity, the 
extension of good sidewalks and other im- 
portant steps that have been taken, place our 
city well forward among the great cities of the 
world. 

In the decade passed the increase of popu- 
lation is 33 per cent, the greater part of which 
has come within five years, and during the 
last year the largest increase has taken place. 
This rate of progress will undoubtedly be 
maintained, Ihave lent my encouragement 
In alllegisiation, steam, electric and cable. 
In other words, I have aided you to notify the 
world that St. Louis was prepared to encour- 
age the investment of capital in all directions 
that will place us in closer contact with the 
outside world, and give our people the most 
expeditious and modern means of travel. 

Il believe that comparison will show tbat the 
wonderful agent electricity, a servant that in 
this age bas become as valuableto man as 
steam, is and will be more extensively used 
in this city than any other city in the country. 

Ieball continue to further every enterprise 
that tends tothe developing and broadening 
of our commercia!, social and municipal pol- 
loy. You will aiways fod me in heggty accord 
with every measure that tends toward the 
common good and the happiness and pros- 
perity of our people. 

THE CENSUS. 

The correct enypmeration of the population 
of the city by the Federal census of 1890is a 
matter of vital importance to the people of 
St. Louls. On the announcement being made 
that the enumerators had established 448,000 
asthe population, ereat dissatisfaction was 
produced, and it was manifestthat serious 
omissions had been made. In conjunction 
with the Mercantile Club and the Merchants’ 
Exchange, Il participated in the formation of 
a Citizens’ Ceneus Committee, composed of 
representatives of the city government and 
ot thetwo bodies mentioned. A rapid can- 
vass of the city was made in two days 
by the police force, and it developed 17,000 
omissions, and from other sources 5,000 addi- 
tional omissions were received. A sub 
committee visited Washington and laid these 
results before the Seeretary of the Interior 
and the Superintendent of the Census. A 
comparison was at once ordered of the omitted 
liste with the ennumerators’ returns, and this 
work is pow progressing. 80 far as it has 
proceeded, it shows that 90 per cent of the 
omitted list are not on the original returns. 
The omlssions will be verified here and 
returned to Washington and added tothe lists, 
and will give St. Louis about 20,000 additional 
population, making the aggregate 465,000. 
Great credit is due to all concerned in the 
matter forthe promptness and energy with 
which the subject was handied. 

STATE LEGISLATION. 

The regular biennial session of the State 
General Assembly will commence in January, 
isvl. St. Louis contributes so large a propor- 
tion of the State revenue, and is so intl 
mately concerned in the general welfare and 
prosperity of Missouri, that it should select 
ite ropresentatives with the view of not only 
participating, but in a measure directing, the 
leg slation of the session. No general law 
affecting the State can be adopted in which 
this city will not have a large interest. There 
ure also special matters in which St. Louts 
is, with other cities of the State, 
interested, to which direct attention 
should be given. I refer to acts transfer- 
ring from the State to the municipalitees 
power to regulate telephone charges, to com- 
pelelectric wires to be placed under ground, 
to establish boulevards and regulate the use 
@f tiie eame, and other matters of a kindred 
character that pertain to modern city life. 
These matters are ali within the police power 
of the State, and are susceptible of exercise 
by a city government if transferred by act of 
the State Legisiature. With an effective rep- 
reeentation of St. Louis in the General As- 
sembiy, a vast amount of public benefit can 
be accomplished in the above direction. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

Under the ordinance extending for four 
months the commencement of the term of ten 
years covered by the contracts for street 
electric lighting and foregoing the accrued 
penalties, the enterprise of lighting the 
streets and public places of the city is now in 
successful operation, and the testimony of 
those familiar with the subject is that St. 
in the country. 
Extensions, additions and improvements will 
be made from time to time, and the service 
correspondingly perfected. in the period 
embraced by these contracts a saving of 


compared with the cost of gas lichting. It 
may be said thatthe street lighting problem 
in St. Louis has been adjusted and settled in 
the happiest manner. 

THE STREET COMMISSIONER. 

A vacancy Was created in this office by the 
electio#n, on May 20, 1890, of the then incum- 
bent, to be President of the Board of Public 
Improvements. Itthereupon became my dity 
to fillthe vacancy. Il have from time to time 
submitted four nominations to the Council, 
allof which have been successively rejected 
by a majority of that body on the ground, 
it is understood, that no nominee for 
the office who is not a civil engineer, 
shall be confirmed. The resuit is that the 
department remains without a head, that dis- 
cipline is relaxed, that important work is 
delayed, and that the Board of Public Im- 
provements is preciuded from dealing with 
subjects thatunder thechartercan only be 
considered by the full membership of the 
board. lseincerely regret that the Issue bas 
been made, but a decent respect for the May- 
oralty forbids me surrendering to an illegal 
demand made by the majority of the Council. 
The qualifications toofmice are established 
either by charteror ordinance provision, 
or by both, and can be estadiished inno 
other way. The qualifications of the Street 
Commissioner are prescribed inthe charter 
and alsoin therevised ordinance, and no- 
where is it — or ulred that he 
shalt be acivil engineer. This being the 
condition of the law, it is illegal for the ma- 
jority of the Council to add a new qualifica- 
tion to the office, by refusing to confirm any 
nominee for Street Commissioner who is nota 
civiletigineer. Lam responsible to the peo- 
ple for the administration of the city govern- 
ment. I desire to exercise the right given the 
Mayor by the charter to appoint bis assistants 
in the above work. In the selections I have 
made for Street Commissioner I have been 
governed by consid tions of capacity and 
integrity. The confirming power iodged in 
the Council does not confer op that body the 
right ot adding a qualification not expressed 
in the law governing the office. I have no in- 
terest in the matter other than to procure an 
efficient and trustworthy head for the Street 
Department, and 1 submit this plain state- 
ment of the controversy to the judgment of 
the people of St. Louis. 

THE NEW CITY WALL.

8 Square. 

‘he city acquired the ground constituting 
Washington Square from Thomas F. Smith 
and wife by deed of date Decemberl, 184, 
for the consideration of $25,000, which was 
the full value of the property at the time of 
the purchase. The deed conveys an absolute 
fee simple title to the city, and contains no 
prevision retaining any interest in the prop- 
erty by Thomas F. Smith or his heirs, nor is 
there any condition in the deed that the 

shall in any event revert to Thomas 
or to heirs. The 
wus made pursuant to 
ordinance 682, approved November 
28, 1840. Theordimance provides that upon 
the — 4 —.— of the property the same shall 
be held forever by the city as a public square, 
to be called Washington Square, and that said 
provision shall be inserted in the deed, and 
thie was accordingly done. The ordinance 
further provides that the square, when it 
becomes the property of the city, shall be 
kept under such regulations as from time to 
time the City Cotnell (now the Municipal’ 
Assembly) shall deem proper. I conceive 
that no question can be made of the 
right of the Municipal Assembly to 
locate the new City Hall in Washington 
square. It is not inconsistent with the use of 
the property as a public square. The location 
of public buildings in public squares is famil- 
lar practice in this country. The advantage 
of isolating the building in thesguare adds 
greatly to its fire-proor qualities. The space 
around the buiiding gives better effect to its 
architectural features. And, finally, a great 
outlay for the ground covered by the building 
is avoided. It is my purpose, so far as I have 
any authority In the premises, to see that the 
construction of the building shall proceed 
witbout intermission or delay. 
STREET SPRINELING. 

I regret to be compelled to notice the diff. 
culties that have occurred with reference to 
the execution of the street-sprinkling con- 
tracts. Under the terms of the city charter 
the above work is required to be let annually 
by tne Board of Public Improvements to the 
lowest bidder, in districts, not less than 40 in 
number. No other method can be adopted so 
long as the charter remains unchanged. The 
work was let for the present season at a price 
below what it could be executed for, and 
consequently the city government was com- 
pelled to intervene and provide for more ef- 
fcient sprinkling. The trouble encountered 
this season will probDabiy result in a better 
service next year, at an adequate price. 

LITIGATION. 

A number of cases in the courtaof vast im- 
portance have been decided in [vor of the 
city. Among them are the cases involving 
the title of the city tothe Wharf at Exchange 
Square, at Lesperance street and at Zepp 
street. The aggregate value of the property 
involved was in excess of $500,000, and after 
proceedings protracted during the period of 
ten years in the courts, the title of the city to 
the property in question was established. 

In the City Marshal case the Supreme Court 
upheld the power of tne Mayor to callaspecial 
election in case the officer chosen at the regu- 
lar election was unable to quality, and thus 
vindicated the right of the voters under the 
city charter to select their officer, as against 
one who claimed to hold over by virtue of be- 
ing in possession of the office. 

There are now pending in the Supreme 
Court proceedings by mandamus to enforce 
What le known as tbe 90-cent gas ordinance, 
acainstthe gas companies. I disagreed with 
the Assembly as to the above measure, but 
the ordinance having passed over my veto, I 
directed the above proceedings to be taken 
by the City Counsellor in order that the ques- 
tion might be speedily and finally settied. The 
cases will be heard and decided at the Octo- 
ber, 1890, term of the Supreme Court. 

An interesting and important controversy 
has reached the Supreme Court of the United 
States between the owners of ground onthe 
lilinois shore and the city of St. Louis, as to 
the ownership of Arsenaileland. The above 
island in 1864 and 1865 and prior thereto was 
located in the Mississippi River tn front of the 
city of St. Louis and within the boundaries of 
the State of Missouri, and it was granted to 
the city of St. Louis by the United States and 
by the State, and the city took possession of 
the premises and has retained the same. In 
the meantime the action of the waters of the 
river washed off the head of the island and 
added ground at the foot thereof, so that the 
island floated southwardly and approached 
the Illinois shore, to which it was attached in 
1876 and 1878 by a dike and dam constructed 
by tne Federal Government. The owners of 
the Illinois shore claim that their title ex- 
tends to the center of the river, and that the 
isiand, having floated into their domain, has 
become their property. The city claims that 
having acquired a complete title to the prem- 
ises in 1864, 1865 and 1866 its title Is not divested 
by the physical changes that bave taken place 
in the location of the island. The island con- 
tains about 400 acres of ground, and is worth 
probably $50,000. 

Abstracts of allthe department reports are 
givea without comment. They show municipal 
affairs to be in a goodand healthy condition.

THE WHITE WIFE OF 4 COLORED MAN CAR- 
RIES OUT HER THREAT- 


Mrs. Mary McKenzie’s Strange Marriage 
Experience and Unhappy Death—For 
Ten Years the Contented Wife of a 
Colored Man—A Singularly Comfortable 
Heme and What Breke It Up. 


RS. MARY E. M’KEN- 
ZIE committed suicide 
last night at the flat on 
the second floor of 2630 
Olive street. For some 
time she bas been in 

low spirits and 

than once re- 
cently has expressed a 
determination to put an 
end to her existence, 


but her threats were laughed of and every 
effort made to cheer her up. Dr. Mooney had 
been attending her and his advice to 
keep ber watched, as she was in 
a rather dangerous condition, was 
carefully followed. Last evening, ber hus- 
band returned from his work shortly after 7 
and found her lying on the sofa. She was in 
low spirits, but greeted him kindly and told 
him she was soon going to die. He spoke 
hopefully about the future and busied himself 
about the rooms. At about 8 o’clock she 
called him and told him she bad taken a box 
of Rough on Rats and that as she 
wished to die, she hoped no effort would 
be made to save or prolong her lite. 
Such a request was naturally ignored and 
Dra. Mooney and Newman were hastily sum-, 
moned. Every effort was made to save the 
woman, but she had taken such a large dose 
that there was little hope. Afterthree hours’ 
work the doctors left and Mr. McKenzie 
had some hope that his wife’s life might be 
spared. Mrs. McKenzie, however, had no 
such thought. She was quite sensible, 
though in great pain,and shespoke of her rap- 
idly impending death witha callousness which 


could only be accounted for by a disorderd 
intellect. At 2:30 she lost consciousness, aug 
half an hour later the release she had yearned 
for came, 

A SINGULAR UNION. 
As already indicated, the deceased was a 
white womau, while her husband was 
colored. Eleven years ago McKenzie 
was employed at a house on Lucas 
place near Jefferson avenue. Among 
the domestic help was one Mary E. Rehim, a 
well developed young lady of about 18 years 
of age. She was of German extraction, a 
brunette of very pronounced type, and 
reckoned rather exceptionally good looking. 
Her home was in Vincennes, Ind., where her 
father was in business, and she had relatives 
in fairly good ciroumstances at Lawrence- 
ville, III. 
Mary had several suitors, including Mo- 
Kenzie, and despite the young man’s disad- 
Vantage in point of color, she favored him 
over his white rivals and after a courtship of 
medium length they were marriec. Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie says the ceremony was performed at 
St. Elizabeth Church by Father Pankin on 
June 16, 1880, and that he has the warriage 
certificate in his possession. Soon after the 
marriage McKenzie went to work for Brown- 
ing, King & Co., and hasbeen in that firm’s 
employ ever since. 
As far as outside appearances went the mar- 
riage proved an exceptionally happy one. 
The couple were frugal in their babits, their 
earnings were equal to thelr needs and 
neither seemed to regret the bargain. Two 
children were born, one a little boy in 1881 and 
the other a littie girl in 1883. 

THE FIRST TROUBLE. 
About two years ago the McKenzies moved 
tothe flat on the second floor of 2630 Olive 
street. Itis said that the lady engaged the 
rooms, and that, althou«h accompanied dy 
her littie son, the agent had nosuspicion of 
any colored people being connected with the 
family. After they moved ia they proved such 
good tenants and such quiet neighbors that 
the color of the tenant was ignored. A little 
over a year ago the little boy, then avery in- 
telligent, bandsome 8-year- old, fell sick, and 
he died on July 29. His mother was distracted 
witb grief, and for several days her condition 
gave grave anxiety. 
After awhile she got over the trouble fairly 
well and hope was expressed by her friends 
thatshe would eventually recover the good 
spirits and rather exceptionally cheerful man- 
ner which had characterized ber hitherto. To 
some extent this was the case, but a reaction 
speedily set in and the bereaved mother 
would sit for hours gazing into space and 
evidentiy thinking of her pes boy. Her 
rest was disturbed by dreams and 
she frequently spoke of what she had seen 
when asleep, her lost son figuring promi 
nentiy in every vision. A settied melancholy 
marked her features and actions, and no effort 
on the part of her husband. to whom she was 
sincerely attached, could rouse her. She 
often expressed an intense longing for death, 
and the event of last night was not wholly un- 
expected, though precantions had been taken 
to prevent it. 

A HAPPY HOME. 

There can be no question that up to the 
time of the little boy’s death last year the 
McKenzie family was avery happy one. The 
rooms are well furnished, scrupulously neat 
and clean, and the walls are well covered with 
pictures. A life-size crayon of the little boy 
occupies a place of honor on a neat easel. 
Ine picture is that of acurly-headed boy of 6 
or 7 years of age, with large, bright 
eyes, small mouth, thin lips and 
rather small features. There is nothing to 
indicate that he was the son ofa colored man. 
His littie sister, who survives her mother, 
was running about the room, not having vet 
realized ber loss. Sheisa decidedly pretty 
child, almost white, and would pass any- 
where unnoticed among acrowd of brunettes, 

At tne time of her death Mrs. McKenzie was 
a very fine looking woman. She was below 
medium height, inclined to be stout, with 
regular features and a beautiful head of dark 
hair reaching down to her waist when loos- 
ened. She is described by herneighbors as 
having been a perfect lady, in no way 
ashamed of her marriage and intensely proud 
of her children. Mr. McKenzie bears his loss 
very hardly. He is well known to patrons of 
Browning, King & Co. asa courteous and 
obliging man, his duties having been largely 
those of a porter. He is nota full-blooded 
negro, but has the thick lips and nose char- 
acteristic of the race. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow after- 
noon.
